'Air through ApriJ aiki tlu^'far in May tlic weather,has 
averaged cool'and wet, and the ground in many, fields is no\y 
,sb full of water that itis not practicable to:begin the season's

' days. So'far ajs gcd'ing seeds inlo Ihe ground is concerned, 


thisjs anything but an early spring.

But there is yet ijo fcause for cliscouragc'meni. Many of the 


most productive'seaspns jiave followed lale springs, as farm- 
ers-of experience will attest. There is always more or less 
•fretting and dutiful forliqjliug when il is impractical lo do the 
spring planting at the usu;il lime, but as a rule Ihe worry is 
uncalled-for. Th.e-gromui warms up after a while and hue 
planted crops riiaiiiiy tlinesxluni out Ihe bes 
1!. 


. While this may.see'ni/strange,, it is not difficult io under- 
stand. When hot,weather is late in arriving it usually slays, 
and'crops grow vary-rapidly under continuous heal, whereas 
cool weather following! early planting, as il many times does, 
checks the growth'of vegetation,and makes what seemed lik£ 
anearlyslartalale'.bne'in'rcalily.

England, instead of feeling: downcast because of Ihe lateness 
bfvfhe spring, are justified ii) looking, forward to a season of at 
least average productivity.. It is safe lo assume lluit,most of 
the snow is "piii qf^ ihe air"—tliough there are days,when it 
doesn't,feel so—and lli'a't t'h'e lime is very close ill hand'when 
it will do Ip fak'e o()' (he winter flannels and go_fprlh to ,lhe 
(ields in faith, jiope'aiul courage.
